M'Carthy was the only one who 
paid in full ; John Power not having paid anything, and Miss Morrissy only giving 
me 5 /. on account. With regard to Turner, I have every reason to expect he will 
pay up all arrears before Christmas, and believe in the course of three weeks 
Miss Morrissy will let me have another 5/. She makes great complaints of the 
high rent she is under, which she says must be reduced to 20/. or that she will 
leave. I would venture to suggest that her request should be attended to, as I 
know that better houses than hers pay a lower rent, and feel quite convinced that 
it would be almost impossible to get, 15 /. a year for hers were she to surrender 
it. I think the reduction too ought to be made on the gale, part of which she 
has paid. 

There was a balance of 5 s. due of her for the September rent, 1849, which, as 
she spent it in necessary repairs, I allowed her.

The Christian Brothers have applied to mo relative to l.lieir rights under the 
will of the late John Flannery, and begged 1 would write to tlm Commissioners 
on the subject. 

It appears by that document that they have been, since the death of John 
Flannery, jun., entitled to the rent-charge out of I, lie lands of Kilmurray, go/, 
a year, and the profit rent out of the house John Murray lives in, la/, a year; 
the several annuities payable to Ellen Muleahy, Mary Flannery, and Alice Cun- 
ningham, being charged on the house now occupied by Miss Morrissy, and 
which at present sets lor 25/. a year. The gross annual amount of the annuity 
payable to the three last mentioned persons, is only K if. 18, v. which, with 

the other expenses, would not be much more than the rent, paid by Miss 
Morrissy. 

Under these circumstances, the Christian Brothers believe they are entitled, 
from the death of John Flannery, junior, which occurred in iHUft/to the present 
time, to the rent-charge from Kilmurray, and to the rent of I, lie house John 
Power lives in, and that, were they paid accordingly, they would have received 
up to last April, on behalf of the poor children of the town of Dmigurvun, 
no less a sum than Cl 5/., some small annual deductions being made therefrom. 



Instead, however, of being paid anything on foot of their legacies, they have 
been put to' some expense, iiud a great, deal of trouble, in taking measures fo 
establish the will, not for themselves only, but, also for the. three old aimuitauls 
above mentioned. For it appears, on the death of John Flannery, junior, his 
executor disputed the payment of the legacies, whereby it became necessary 
that the Christian Brothers should take stops for preserving their rights, and 
those of the other annuitants, wlm from their poverty were mil: aide to do so for 
themselves. By the measures then adopted, the property lias been preserved for 
the disposition intended by John Flannery, senior. The costs, however, in- 
curved by the Christian Brothers upon the occasion, and which amount to 
12/. 10s., have never been repaid them, nor has Mr. Broderick (one of the 
Order) ever received the least remuneration for the three years he received the 
rents of the charity, and regularly paid them over to the ( hmiiuisdoiiers. 

Sucli being the case, I have been applied to for an explanation as to the non- 
payment of their legacies, and have been requested to lay this statement before 
the Board. Ike Christian Brothers fully expected that, in addition to the 
12L 10s. expended by them m the manner before stated, they would liave 
received long since something on foot of the arrears dun to them. *

One of these I received from the Board when appointed their agent, 
and as it appears to have been made out by their own officer, I consider it the 
one you would prefer having. The other shows the rents received by me since 
my appointment, and in what manner applied, as well as the arrears due the 
25th March 1850. 

The account does not include the September gale of last year, because, accord- 
ing to the custom of the country, that gale is not considered due until after the 
month of March in the ensuing year. 

You may perceive l debit myself with 104 1 12s. 3 Id., whereas the cash pay- 
ments received from the tenants amounted only to 101 1. 4*. 1 id.; the difference, 
3 1 Q Sm 2 f/, I received from Miss Godkin, who with the Commissioners, jointly 
represents ’the parties bound to pay the Duke of Devonshire the head rent of 
the ground whereon John Power’s house is built.
